A nation cannot live and die 
at the same time, and no one would 
say that Russia is not dying fast 
indeed under the rule of two arch 
traitors, Lenine and 
Trotsky. 
An­ 
archy, Bolshevikism, mob law, trea­ 
son, all which mean about the same 
thing, will ruin any nation if it is 
permitted to exist long. The Russian 
peasants are slow to start an up­ 
heaval, for they have been under the 


iron hand too long. That they will 
eventually throw off the Bolshevik! 
rule is inevitable. 
But Russia will not be able to ma­ 
terially help the Allies before 1920 
at the earliest 
Even if the Bolshe­ 
vik! were overthrown tomorrow, a 
new government must be set up, and 
i this would be no easy matter in view 
of the interference that would be 
given by German agents.

will take a year at the least to get 
the army mobilized and trained for 
action. 
We most remember that 
Russia now has no army. She must 
train almost from the beginning, for 
the war is not like it was two years 
ago, and it is not now Uke it will 
be a year from this date. Invention is 
bringing in new things, 
and 
new 
ways of fighting are continually be­ 
ing adopted. 
All this does not mean that we 
should not welcome Russia back on 
the side of Democracy, right and jus­ 
tice. 
We want to see Russia fight 
for liberty abroad while she is striv­ 
ing so valiantly for it at home.

In line with 
Nebraska, 
Illinois, 
Missouri and other progressive states 
educationally, the State Board of Ed­ 
ucation of Oklahoma, upon recom­ 
mendation of the norma! school presi­ 
dents, has created a new certificate, 
the applicant to be recommended by 
the state normal schools. 
The pro­ 
visions follow: 
“Students who have completed 
twenty-four normal preparatory units 
including the English, Mathematics, 
History, Music, Drawing aud 
Pen­ 
manship required for the first two 
years, together with three units in 
General Science or in Physiology^nrt 
Agriculture, aud two units in Peda­ 
gogy, aud have done not less than two 
terms of resident work in one of the 
state normal schools, may be granted 
a certificate by the State Board of 
Education, food for one year, upon 
equal standing with a third grade 
county certificate, but valid in any 
county.in the state after registration 
with the county superintendent. Such 
certificate shall be renewable before 
expiration, for the period of its origi­ 
nal validity, upon the endorsement of 
the 
county 
superintendent 
under 
whom the holder has taught that the 
teaching has been successful, and up­ 
on the further endorsement of the 
president of the Oklahoma State Nor­ 
mal School originally recommending 
the issuance of the certificate that 
the holder has done not less than 
nine weeks of resident work, and has 
made not fewer than four units of 
additional 
credit 
in 
that normal 
school since the issuance of the cer­ 
tificate. 
The provisions mean that county 
superintendents will be relieved more 
and more of the necessity , of giving 
county 
examinations. 
They 
will 
therefore have more time to do more 
real constructive educational work in 
their respective counties. 
Moreover, 
applicants for certificates will not be 
forced to cram and cram for an ex­ 
amination, the subjects largely to be 
forgotten as soon as the examination 
is over. On the other hand this is a 
certificate of training, and is renewa­ 
ble from year to year if the teacher 
shows his county superintendent that 
he is worthy of having the certificate 
renewed and if he attends the normal 
one term per year. . To obtain this 
certificate the student 
must 
be at 
least eighteen years of age and must 
had at least one and one-third years' 
work in high school or its equiva­ 
lent, together with two terms In a 
normal school. 
Students who wish 
to qualify for this certificate by the 
end of the summer term must enter 
the Normal at the beginning of the 
spring term. 
This will enable peo­ 
ple to teach who perhaps did not ex­ 
pect to teach, and thus do a patriotic 
service in relieving the serious short­ 
age of teachers occasioned 
by 
the 
war.

Paris, April 12.— (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—The Ger­ 
man long distance shell which struck 
a maternity hospital yesterday kill­ 
ing mothers by the side of their in­ 
fants sent shudder of horror through 
Paris which, since the hecatomb of 
Good Friday, thought it had become 
impervious to such an emotion. It 
also created confusion among the 
surviving mothers, some of whom 
have been unable to identify their 
offspring among the babies that es­ 
caped the shell of the assassin. 
The projectile exploded in a dor­ 
mitory containing twenty beds, kill­ 
ing two mothers 
and 
one 
baby, 
wounding many others and complete­ 
ly wrecking the room. Through the 
cloud of dust and dirt, nurses and 
attendants rushed in and carried the 
wounded and women who were ill to 
another room, returning immediate­ 
ly for the infants. 
One baby had 
been thrown out of its cradle ten feet 
away but was quite unhurt The ba­ 
bies were carried and deposited pell­ 
mell on beds in a room quickly pre­ 
pared to receive the patients so vio­ 
lently ejected by the German gun. 
After some order had been restor­ 
ed It was found that six mothers 
were unable to decide 
which 
was 
their ofrn among six infants. They 
had all been born on the same day 
and in the hustle and bustle of re­ 
moving the infants from one room to 
the other the Identifying tags had 
become detached.

SUGAR FOR CANNING 
ABASSI 


Oklahoma City, 
May 
IO.—That 
the Food Administration intends to 
see to it that there is sugar sufficient 
for canning purposes this spring, is 
indicated by action of Judge Ames 
in sending out 200,000 cards to ev­ 
ery county in the state to ascertain 
the amount of sugar to be needed for 
this purpose. Each family will be 
asked to fill out the card and when 
presented to the retailer the card will 
authorize the 
immediate 
sale 
of 
sugar. The cards will be returned to 
Judge Ames. He will then know how 
much sugar is used for canning. Each 
family agrees to return all sugar 
asked for which is not used for can­ 
ning. 


The Food Administration is ex­ 
tremely desirous of securing econ­ 
omy in the consumption of all kinds 
of meat without the re-installation 
of the meatless day for the present. 
The necessities for shipment abroad* 
to our army and the allies are very 
large and amount to, roughly, 75,- 
000,000 pounds of meat and meat 
products of all kinds per week, as 
against a pre-war normal of less than 
15,000,000 pounds. 


Contracts for sale of dried peaches 
apples, prunes or raisins from new 
crop fruits cannot be made before 
June I, the Food Administration has 
announced. The change was announc­ 
ed in the belief that the delay would 
allow the various interests affected 
voluntarily to agree upon a reason­ 
able basis on which business could 
be done, protecting the producers, 
manufacturers and consumers. Here­ 
tofore, dried fruits have been offer­ 
ed for sale as early as the first of 
the year. The Food Administration 
believes that by prohibiting such a 
practice, it will eliminate to a great 
extent the speculative dealing en­ 
couraged by sales for future deliv­ 
ery of crops that do not actually ex­ 
ist when the contract is made.

Miss M argaret W ilson, daughter of 
j President Wilson, thus sum s up her 
opinion of the fighting men of the 
United States, 
after 
having 
seen 
thousands of them , in the camps 
where she has been singing under the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association. 
^Nothing else has ever given Miss 
Wilson so much joy as singing for 
the men in uniform . She has ju st got­ 
ten through leading hundreds of sail­ 
ors in the strains of “Over T here” 
when she made the 
statem ent 
a t 
Cape May, New Jersey. She was on 
the point of setting out on a con­ 
cert tour for the Y. M. C. A. th a t 
will take her to camps as far west 
as Colorado, and as far south as 
Texas. 
“ I am singing for the soldiers be­ 
cause! t is the thing I can do— my 
part in the w ar,” she said. “ Every one 
ought to have some share in the war, 
and this is mine. 
It has been a de­ 
light to me to sing for them. 
“ Wanning the w ar— th a t’s the great 
thing now. W hat I have seen of th e 
soldiers and the sailors in the camps 
I have visited convinces me th a t our 
American men are the sort to win a 
war.

000. Mr. Nichols said while this was 
not the largest in attendance, every 
county in the state was represented 
in the convention and has pledged an 
offering for the carrying on of the 
work for the current year.

ly estim ated th a t there were at least 
four hundred more in attendsface and 
visiting friends in the city. Needing 
no assignm ent of homes, they did not 
register. 
The music in charge of Professors 
Excell and roper of Chicago was a 
great feature; th e people entered en­ 
thusiastically into the singing be­ 
cause the spirit was contagious un­ 
der the m agnetic personality of Mr. 
Excell. The playing of Mr. Roper was 
never better. 
Men of national and international 
reputation in the work of the. Sun­ 
day School were there. Mr. Pearce 
from Chicago, Dr. T ru ett of Dallas, 
Dr. Roach of Oklahom a 
City, 
Dr. 
K err of Tulsa, and for the elemen­ 
tary w orkers Mrs. Baldwin from Chi­ 
cago cam e with splendid messages of 
instruction 
and 
inspiration. 
Mrs. 
Baldwin said the great need of the 
present day is the right teaching of 
the boys and girls. She declared the 
real cause of the present world con­ 
flict to be the wrong teaching of 
boys and girls. 
Then, she declared 
there is no other way in which they 
can be given the necessary teaching 
of the things of God but through the 
Sunday school.

necessary work in patriotism . Dr. 
Roach, in discussing the reasons for 
the w’ar, said th a t it is not because 
God w ants men to die by the sword 
nor women to weep for their dead; it 
is rath er because the way of life and 
liberty is the way 
of 
blood. 
The 
Christ came by the way of the w ilder­ 
ness, of Gethsemane, and Calvary to 
purchase liberty for 
all 
m ankind. 
Love has always been made to bleed 
in her efforts to lift the fallen and 
give holiness to the people of God; 
always has she worn 
the 
scarred 
brow. Our “ boys” are going through 
Gethsem ane and are soon to stretch 
them selves on the Cross of the world 
because they are engaged in the great 
work of the w orld’s redem ption. Jes­ 
us eame to send a sword and bring 
peace to men. O ur only resentm ent 
is th at of an outraged love. 
Then, 
said Dr. Roach, it is glorious to give 
a son in the service of his country 
and ours because it is a service of 
God. “I have no tears to shed for 
duty done by the sons of our nation; 
it’s glorious to m ake the world safe 
for democracy and democracy safe 
for the world.” 
Mr. Pearce gave report of an ob­ 
ject lesson found all over the country 
interesting audiences as to how many 
had early teaching in 
the 
Sunday 
school; in m any places In audiences 
of more than fifteen hundred, every 
man has stood on the proposition of 
having

teaching. 
Mr. 
Pearce said “ Men who will win the 
battle over terrible hellish autocracy 
must be men of Christian blood.

high places.” It is educated autocracy 
th a t has plunged the world into this 
war, and educated democracy is the 
only force to stay its terrible prog­ 
ress. Mexico is both illiterate and im­ 
m oral, but was and is powerless to 
plunge the world into such a conflict 
as th a t in which we are no wengaged. 
Germany has been trying to m ake her 
people intelligent, but 
has 
utterly 
failed to m ake them righteous. Am­ 
erica m ust be both 
intelligent and 
righteous if she is to glorify the F ath ­ 
er and do her full p art in the world 
conflict. The task 
of 
the 
Sunday 
schools is th a t of m aking democracy 
safe for th e world. It m eans graft 
and greed if it is adm inistered by 
them who are selfish and sinful. W ith 
our boys dying to m ake the world 
safe for democracy, we ought to burn 
out our lives a t home to m ake democ­ 
racy safe for the world. Mr. Pearce 
said it is no tim e for the slackers and 
every m an and woman m ust be a t the 
front in Liberty Bonds, T hrift Stam ps 
and religious effort to accomplish the 
result we desire. 
Dr. T ru ett was in line with the 
others in calling to high life as a 
means of th e winning the conflict. 
He said the highest life is one of ser­ 
vice. One example of righteousness is 
w orth a thousand argum ents only 
by service can faith be indicated. “By

A bulletin from the 
office of the Surgeon General sums 
UP *be technical military knowledge 
which an army surgeon must have to 
do his duty competently, and incident 
ally shows exposure to which he is 
subject. 
As soon as the battalion or regi­ 
mental surgeon arrived in a new sec­ 
tor and has supervised the install­ 
ment of his material,” the bulletin 
says, “he should rapidly gain an inti­ 
mate personal knowledge of the first 
line trenches, 
dugouts, 
listening 
posts, 
evacuation 
trenches, 
and 
means of transportation to the rear 
This knowledge should be gained on 
the day of arrival, lr possible, be­ 
cause enemy surprise attacks are fre­ 
quently coincident with the arrival 
of troops in a new sector. It should 
be acquired through day and night 
inspections in order that he may be 
able to describe the topography of 
the terrain to his personnel.
